UNITED STATES.

For 
the want of apace three important tables 
were then omitted, which we will now 
print in full. They cannot (ail to he of 
epedal value to the great mats ut mer­ 
chants, business men, and farmers who are 
more or less interested in the subjects of 
wealth aud taxation, in our previous article 
we stated that the 
aggregate 
wealth 
of the I ailed States had been very closely 
estimated from the fact that the practice In 
this country, which Mr. DaviI A.. Wells 
says “is not followed by any other, of at­ 
tempting to enumerate and value every­ 
thing which* in the ordinary sense is con. ] 
sidered property, affords s »me basis for 
reasoning on the subject ot aggregate 
wealth.” The conclusions arrived at in 
1370, atter the census was taken, was that 
the aggregate value of all the property of 
the Cuffed States, not including that which 
belongs to the Federal Government, was 
30 
billions of dollars $30,005,573,007, 
and that it was assessed for tsxation at 
a little less than hall that sum. The richest 
State in the I'mon was New York— $6,GDO,* 
000.000 ; Pennsylvania stands second-|3,- 
$09,000.0 >0 ; and Ohio came next—$3,211,- 
000,000. One table wbicb 
Mr. Wells 
gives is the following, wliichjshows, on the 
basis of the census valuation of 1070, the 
distribution of wealth among the different 
States ut tho Union ; or in other words, it 
gives the amount per capita, were the pro­ 
perty equally distributed 
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attracting general attention, ii a source of 
considerable satisfaction.
